Slana is an unincorporated CDP located along the Nabesna Road. It is at the junction of the Slana and Copper
Rivers, about 55 miles southwest of Tok. Slana is part of the Valdez-Cordova Census Area.

¢ The estimated population for 2008 was 107, a loss of about 17 since the 2000 Census.
¢ About 37 percent of the resident population 16+ years old worked in 2008.

+ State Government and Local Government were the main industries in 2008, each employing 22 percent of the
area's workers.
